ROCK CCHTKVr ORGANIZED FOR 


THE WAR. 


Two meetings were held yesterday in this 


city to talte such action ia relation . to the 
rebellion in the south as should be deomed 
proper and necessary. "•> • 
. 


The meeting at the Hyatt House Hall 


was called to order by J. B. Cassoday, Esq., 
who read the address to the citizens of Rock 
county, issued by the committee appointed 
for that purposo by a meeting in this city, 


On motion of Mr. Cassoday, B. E. Hale, 


of Beloit, was appointed chairman of tho 
meeting, who, upon taking the chair ad- 
dressed the people in a ihort and spirit stir- 
ing address." He stated that 180 persons 
had volunteered for the war in Beloit, and 
that .two full companies had been enrolled, 
and were ready to start. The people of that 
city wer» donating blankets for the soldiers, 
and the ladies were preparing lint and ban- 
dages for the possible* contingencies of war. 


W. H. Ebbets, H. Bowen and E. P. 


Brooks were chosen Secretaries, and An- 
drew Palmer, Isaac Miles, Dr. John Mitch- 
ell, Z. P. Burdick, J. E. Wheeler, and D. Y. 
Kilgore, were chosen Vice Presidents. ' 


Ou motion, the chair appointed Ihefollow 


ing committee to prepare business for this 
meeting: Messrs. Sutherland, J. B. Casso- 
day, J. B, Bennett, J. A. Blount and J. B. 
Doe. 


Prof. D. Y. Kilgore, of Evansville Sem- 


inary, being called for addressed the meet- 
ing. He stated that at Eyansrille, thirty- 
eight patriotic citizens had rolnnteered to 
defend the country, eight of whom were 
from the semi-nary over which he presides. 


W. H. Ebbetts, Esq., of this city, deliv- 


ered r a glowing-, eloqnont, and patriotic 
speech, which was warmly cheered by the 
people. 


Judge Armstrong, of this city, being 


loudly called for by the audience, spoke 
with ihrilling effect upon the duty of. sacri- 
ficing all feelings of party J»nd uniting as 
one man for the defence of the country. 


The committee appointed to prepare busi- 


ness for the meeting reported as follows : 


Resolved, That for the purpose 'of more 


effectually performing pur duty as Ameri- 
can citizens and sustaining the national 
government in the contest forced upon it 
by traitors, we hereby form a county or- 
ganization which shall b» called " The Eock 
County Union and Relief Society £' that 
the object of such society shall be to enroll, 
organise into companies and drill such men 
in this county as are willing to enter into 
active service as volunteers, and to raise 
funds for th« support and relief of such yol- 
unteers and their- families, and to defray 
such other expenses as" may be proper for 
this society to incur in carrying out the ob- 
jects of this organization. 


Resolved, That the officers of this society 


shall consist of a county committee com- 
posed of one from each assembly district, 
a County treasurer and secretary, and a sub- 
committee to consist of such number of 
persons in each town and city as the people 
of such town or city may appoint or have 
already appointed. 


Resolved, That it shall be the duty of the 


county committee to exercise a, general su- 
pervision and control over the aft'airs of said 
society, and they shall apportion and' direct 
the payment of all money and audit and al- 
low all accounts to be paid by said society, 
and the accounts of said treasurer and all 
orders on said county treasurer shall be 
signed by the chairman of said county com- 
mittee and secretary. 


Resolved, That said county treasurer shall 


before entering upon the duties of his of- 
fice execute to said county committee a bond 
with two sufficient sureties to.be approved 
by the county committee in the penal sum 
of ten thousand-dollars' for the safe keeping 
and disbursements of all moneys which shall 
come to his hands as such treasurer, and 
shall only pay out moneys on the order of 
the said county committee,'signed by the 
chairman and secretary thereof, and to keep 
an accurate account of all moneys receiv- 
ed and disbursed and report the same to the: 
county committee when required. 


Resolved, That it shall be the duty of the 


Secretary of said society to keep in a suita- 
ble book, records of the transactions of said 
county .committee and said society, and to 
conduct all the correspondence thereof, and 
perform such other duties as said committee 
shall require. 


Resolved That it shall be the duty of 


such sub committees to take active and en- 
ergetic means to enroll all men in their re- 
spective towns and cities, who are willing 
to volunteer and hold themselves in readi- 
ness to enter into active service whenever 
called for, and to circulate subscription pa- 
pers, and raise all the money and means 
possible for the furtherance of the objects 
of this society, and report weekly, or as of- 
ten as required by the committee, to the 
county secretary, the number of men en- 
rolled and the amount of money subscribed, 
and the person chosen as chairman of said 
local committee shall act as local treasurer 
and receive from the county treasurer all 
moneys apportioned to their towns and cit- 
ies respectively, and pay out the same as 
directed by the county committees and re- 
port their doings to the county secretary. 


Resolved, That the county committee 


shall call out for drill or active service, such 
persons or companies so enrolled, from time 
to time, and at such places as they may 
deem proper, and defray all such expenses 
as may be proper and necessary for such 
purposes, from the funds of this society. 


Resolved, That we call most earnestly on 


all true and loyal citizens, to carry forward 
this work with energy and liberality, and to 
sustain, as it is our duty to do at every sac- 
rifice, our National government, for the per- 
formance of which we pledge our fortunes 
and o'ur lives. 


The report of the committee was adopted. 
The following committee was then ap- 


pointed by the chair to nominate officers 
for the Relief Association : Messrs. I. C. 
Sloan, A. W. Pope, Joseph Spaulding, J. 
D. Colly, Thomas Westby, and George Be- 
mis. 


Upon enquiry being made in relation to 


facilities for drilling troops in Janesville, 
Capt. Ely, of the volunteers, stated that the 
conrt room in this city could be had for that 
purpose, and Col. White, as competent a 
man as could be found in the county, is 
ready to instruct volunteers. 


Mr. McAdams, of Milton, made an effec- 


tive speech for the Union.^ 


I. C. Sloan, Esq., from the committee

report was accepted and adopted. 


J. P. Wheeler, esq., upon being called 


upon, offered a few feeling and patriotic 
remarks. He said he trembled when he 
thought of the excitement of the hour. He 
declared that if he was no more than sixty 
years old he would volunteer. " I remem- 
ber," said;; the;aged veteran, J'my.old •regi- 
meut. It was not the noisy ones who did 
the best fighting—but those who were qui- 
et." • Mr. Wheeler's remarks were received 
'with enthusiastic applause.

The chairman'Of the meeting told, the 


experience :of a southerner who, when he 
started from Louisiana, was informed that 
the republicans and 'democrats were divided 
at the north, and that they could easily 
whip them on that account. When he came 
to St. Louis he found chat & large.numbcr 
of democrats and republicans were for the 
Union. As he came further north the Un- 
ion feeling increased, party-lines were oblit- 
erated, aud when he arrived at Springfield 
all men were for the Union. At Chicago 
he found that not only the men were for the 
Union, but the women also; and in_Rock 
county, men, women and children were all 
for a war to sustain the government, and 
laughed-at him for supposing that there 
could be a want of unanimity on this ques- 
tion. The southerner went home a wiser, 
but a sadder man. Mr. Hale's account of 
the disappointed secessionist was received 
with much applause. 


The meeting then adjourned sine die. 
'The hall at the Hyatt House proving in- 


suEcientfor the accommodation of the im- 
mense crowd, an impromptu meeting.was 
held on the pnblic square, and the people 
pressed into their service such speakers as 
could be seen. Messrs. Graham, Lawrence', 
Gibbs, Martin,'Calkins, Tiltori, May, Wil- 
liams and others, made stirring-, earnest and 
patriotic ..speeches.. A Mr. Carey from 
-Bradford made a most effective speech, and 
the square was alive with the right spirit— 
Women standing there during the speaking 
encouraging the speakers by waving their 
handkerchiefs. 


The demonstration for the Union, at the 


two meetings, was 'worthy of "old Rock," 
aud shows that the spirit of '76 animates 
the people, as effectually as it did in the 
days of the revolution.

greatest aud best gift to man, and the star (paneled 
banner, that glorious ensign of our nations freedom, and 
our nations glory, which has so long waived over our 
country and home, and floated in glory on every sea and 
every ocean, which has been respected and honored by 
every kingdom and every nation, under heaven, giving 
protection to every son and ev«ry daughter of our irrcat 
confederacy, wherever they might chance to be

Senator Jooto was tlion called upon to address the 


meeting. After alluding to Ihe diiappointment in re- 
gard to tho speakers expected, he remarked that our 
forefathers, in the revolution, fought for the principles 
of liberty and self-government, and established the beat 
government on earth. The people had enjoyed greater 
privileges, under it, it had protected every citlien in 
every part of the world, the banner had waved over 
every hili top and valley snd every ocean, the inslgniaof 
a nations power; our cotnmercehad fioatedon every sea 
under its protection. The country had increased in 
wealth, and in numbers to over thirty millions, a hap- 
py contented and prosperous people. The north had 
treated tho south kindly, fought their battles for them, 
pai chased Florida, Missouri, 4c., protected them from 
invasion, secured Texas, paid their debts, built their 
forta, furnished them arms, Ac., but they have turned 
traitors, seized our forta and arsenals, bombarded Fort 
Sumter, trailed our flag in the dust, formed a rattle- 
snake confederacy, and threatened even our federal 
city. Tho time has como for action, the administra- 
tion .was right, the patriotism of the north unbounded, 
tho moans of protection wltbouHimit, the navy a pow- 
er, the volunteers like :tho hosts of Pharaoh. . He would 
like to see at least three hundred thousand men, one 
wing starting from Cairo, marching down the valley of 
the Mississippi by way of St. Louis to New Orleans; one 
starting from Washington, passing by Richmond; one 
near the Atlantic coast by way of Charleston, wiping 
out treason aud leveling the works and cities of the 
traitors in the dnst, and meeting all together at Mont- 
fjomory, surrounding 'that nest -of traitors, -with Jeff- 
Davis at their head, and sweeping them from the lace 
of the earth. 


H. A. Richards was called out, he responded with the 


true spirit of a freeman, that the time for action, in- 
stant and energetic, had indeed come, that it was • now 
too late to hesitate or waver, and that indifference 
to 


the public safety was fast becoming a crime- iu the eyes 
of the world.

C. C. Mason was next called, and said that although 
this was not the land of hia birth it was the country of 
his adoption, that he had enjoyed her protection, her 
liberties, her free institutions, and that he was ready to 
sustain her in her present trials. He said that the 
American peopls had solved the problem, and would 
again demonstrate it, that a republican form ot govern- 
ment could be sustained.

not already possess the power. He also al- 
luded to the obstructions upon the side- 
walks of the city. 


Aid. Shelton, chairman of the police com- 


mittee, stated: he had directed Mr. Robert- 
son to remove the obstructions, and that he 
was now engaged in that duty. 


Aid. Bates thought the state laws fur- 


nished a remedy for the other evils to which 
,he Mayor had alluded, and that a prose- 
cution under the statutes would relieve the 
city from the costs which would be incur- 
red under an ordinance. He stated that 
the expense under the old ordinance to sup- 
press drunkenness was $1,200 one year, 
and $1,400 the last year of its existence, 
and when it was repealed it was by an 
unauimous vote. He thought, prosecutions 
might be and should be commenced under 
the state law. 


A.ld. Shelton moved to ascertain the cost 


of printing 300 copies of the city charter 
and existing ordinances.. 
Adopted, and 


Aid. Collins was appointed to perform, this 
duty. 


On motion of Aid. Collins, an order was 


adopted.requiring the city treasurer to pre- 
sent a full report at the next meeting. 


Adjourned to Saturday evening next.
